WHEREAS, President George W. Bush, Congress, and
the lowa Senate are morally committed to iIncreasing
the Purchasing power of small businesses and working

WHEREAS, President Bush, Congress, and the lowa
Senate are morally committed to protecting the income
of hourly employees in the United States and i
protectln% traditional American family values which

WHEREAS, President Bush, Congress, and the lowa
Senate are morally committed to ?rotecting children
who suffer from neglect, physical abuse, and sexual
abuse; and

WHEREAS, President Bush, Congress, and the lowa
Senate are morally committed to leaving no child in
this country behind when it comes to providing an
excellent education for each American child; and

WHEREAS, each year President Bush has proposed and
Congress has enacted a tax cut designed to strengthen
the American economy and increase employment
opportunities for working families; and

WHEREAS, tax cuts signed into law reduced income
taxes for all taxpayers, eliminated the marriage
penalty and death tax, iIncreased the child credit
rebate and business expensing, expanded individual
retirement accounts, and cut the double taxation of
dividends and capital gains; and

WHEREAS, economic growth stemming from the latest
tax cut accelerated at its fastest rate in 20 years in
the third quarter of 2003; and

WHEREAS, provisions set forth in the tax cut are
set to expire starting in 2005 and will be completely

WHEREAS, expiration of the existing tax cuts will
increase taxes by 50 percent_for lower=income
families, the child credit will fall by 50 percent,
the marriage penalty will be reinstated, education
savings will be taxed, retirement savings will shrink,
ang every taxpayer will face an income tax iIncrease;
an

WHEREAS, expiration of the existing tax cuts will
result in the largest tax increase in American history
and will stifle economic growth; and

WHEREAS, making all the tax cuts permanent will
allow taxpayers to feel more confident investing in
their child®s college education or saving for
retirement, all while ensuring increased economic
growth; NOW THEREFORE,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, That the lowa Senate
requests lowa"s elected representatives and senators
in the United States Congress to support and vote to
make President Bush"s tax cuts permanent after
President Bush signs into law an increase in the
federal minimum wage of $1, signs into law legislation
which protects the overtime pay of American workers,
signs into law the repeal of every law which provides
incentives for American businesses to move jobs from
the United States to other countries, and signs into
law adequate funding which guarantees protection and
remedial therapy for every child in America who
suffers from neglect or physical or sexual abuse; and
